A raging blizzard pounded the 
northern plains for the second 
straight day Monday after tor­ 
nadoes and high winds carved a 
path of death and destruction 
across parts of Minnesota. The 
winds left 16 persons dead, 
more than 100 Injured and prop­ 
erty damage estimated In the 
millions. 
The tornadoes fanned outward 
Sunday night from an Intense 
storm that hit the Dakotas with 
up to two feet of snow, hurrl- 
«ane force winds and tem per­ 
atures that plummeted into the 
teens. 
The heavy snow was whipped 
by winds up to 77 miles an hour 
and 
blizzard 
warnings 
re­ 
mained in effect Monday from 


and 
north- 
northeastern Wyoming, 
across the Dakotas to 
western Minnesota. 
A surge of arctic air in the 
wake of the blizzard dropped 
tem peratures below freezing as 
far south as the Texas Panhan­ 
dle. Hie 21 degrees recorded at 
Goodland, Kan., was the lowest 
ever reached there so late In the 
season. Albuquerque, N.M.,had 
a record morning low of 28, 
Showers and thunderstorms 
broke out In the warm, moist 
air extending from the Gulf to 
the Great Lakes. 
Twisters also struck Oklaho­ 
ma, Texas, South Dakota and 
Iowa. Funnel clouds that did not 
touch down were sighted in Mis­ 
souri and Arkansas.

How ami 
going to sell my Parliament on 
a big army when you say there 
is no longer danger from Com­ 
munism?” 
Karamanlis, an efficient, pro-

Since he bowed out there has 
been political uncertainty. Part 
of it has been due to central 
intelligence. 
Ellis Briggs, U. S. Ambassa­

One was Miss Eleanor 
Dulles. The other — George 
Meany, America's “ Mr. La­ 
bor,” 
and 
still champion, 
despite slashing attacks by the 
contender from Detroit. 
This 
unique aerial hitch­ 
hike was Mr. Johnson’s per­ 
sonal idea. It is significant at 
this moment — though Meany 
makes little of it, except as a 
token of Mr. Johnson's strong 
friendship for him. 
Insiders 
see this fellow- 
traveling as far more than the 
offer of a ride to the presi­ 
dent 
of the AFL-CIO by the 
President of the U.S, The White 
House invitation came at a mo­ 
ment when Walter Reuther had 
finished 
a 
long 
series of 
speeches •• referring to Meany 
in stinging and insulting, per­ 
sonal attacks and often vitupera­ 
tive language. 
There were also demeaning 
attacks by those who take the 
Central Intelligence Agency as 
a 
personal insult. All this 
meant little to Mr. Johnson 
when he heard that Meany had 
been invited by the German 
Labor Movement (DGB) 
to 
come to Bonn for the sorrow­ 
ful funeral of our mutual friend 
Konrad Adenauer. 
Meany was asked by George 
Leber, Germany's 
Minister 
of 
Transport. This, too, was 
significant. Mr. Leber is

labor leader who headed 
the

trades until he moved into the 
Bonn cabinet. 
Obviously, the German labor 
movement would not have asked 
even Meany to join in the solemn 
ceremonies, if leaders there 
believed any of the stories link­ 
ing the national AFL-CIO with 
the CLA’s effort to exploit labor 
as a “cover” . 
Mr. Johnson asked Meany to 
join him and they were together 
at most of the ceremonies in­ 
cluding those in the Bunestag 
and 
the 
Cathedral. The 
initiated know that the Presi­ 
dent of the U. S. would not have 
done this -- even for Meany —if 
there was the slightest doubt of 
the labor leader’s integrity. 
The initiated also are inter­ 
preting this as a doubie setback 
for Reuther who has been eager 
to cut down Meany*s reputation 
abroad as well as at home. Not 
only did the national labor chief 
travel with the President, he 
also was the 
guest of the 
Ger man labor move ment which 
is so Important in Reuther’s 
global concepts. 
It is not generally realized 
in the U.S., but Reuther’s count­

and generally it is con­ 
sidered Reuther territory. The 
German unions are a powerful 
force when it comes to in­ 
fighting

front so dear to the Reuthers. 
Thus Reuther was automa­ 
tically out maneuvered, not by 
Meany, but by circumstances 
and by L yndon Johnson — who re­ 
putedly never misses a nuance. 
But it will be a long fight. 
Many close to Reuther believe 
he is positively planning to pull 
out after a long series of strata­ 
gems. First he will call for a 
confrontation between his full 
UAW International Executive 
Board and the entire 29 - man 
AFL-CIO Executive 
Council. 
This will be denied him for 
it would put both high commands 
on a par and would resemble 
acceptance 
by Congress of a 
challenge from the Chicago city 
council to meet it in a joint ses­ 
sion. 
Then Reuther, according to 
some of his 
own 
intimates, 
will call for a new system of 
voting on the AFL-CIO Execu­ 
tive Council which would make 
him its most powerful member. 
He wants weighted voting. Thus 
he would cast 1.6 million votes 
— one for each of his members 
and could outvote a combination 
of board 
members 
wno now 
make up a majority, but have 
smaller unions. 
This weighted voting will De 
denied. The Council — which he 
has dubbed 
“a small club” of 
old men — doesn’t want to split 
the labor movement now that the 
Teamsters are on their way 
back in. But they'll make mighty 
few concessions 
to Reuther. 
The auto chief has only the 
leverage of the threat to cut off 
his $950,000 monthly dues. This 
means little to the powerful 
labor federation. The AFL-CIO 
could merely increase the per- 
capita tax (dues per member per 
month) one penny and recoup 
fkr more than Reuther can deny 
them. 
Reuther can return to the high 
command any time he wants 
- including the Executive Coun­ 
cil's May session. 
But 
he cannot return more 
equal than the others. Meany 
truly is ignoring him. The na­ 
tional AFL-CIO chief is in high 
humor. The intense 
hip pain 
which lashed him cruelly for 
years is gone as a result ot 
an operation. That 
pain ac­ 
counted 
for 
much of his 
grlmness. 
Now he has heaved away his 
cane. He dances, swims and 
beats 
Dave Dublnsky at gin 
rummy. 
And the other day in 
New York, he said with a grin, 
“If you see that other fellow, 
tell him I’m in good shape.” 
Add that to Lyndon Johnson’s 
friendship for him and current 
rounds are against Reuther by 
a lot of points.

By GEORGE W. CORNELL 
AP Religion Writer 
NEW YORK (AP) — Ever 
since the apostle Paul declared 
that “now we see through a 
glass darkly,'1 Christianity lias 
recognized that its defined doc­ 
trines were imperfect reflec­ 
tions of what basically remains 
mystery. 
Yet efforts to express and illu­ 
minate its truths have continued 
through 
the 
centuries, 
in 
councils, creeds and articles of 
faith. 
Today, 
many church 
thinkers are wrestling anew 
with the problem — to state i>e- 
liefs t»etter. 
Amid the reappraisals, and 
the sometimes disturbed reac­ 
tions to them, a controversial 
Canadian priest has urged that 
the churches quit prescribing 
specific interpretations. 
“ The church should stop pre­ 
suming to be 
the 
‘Answer 
Man,' " said the Rev. Ernest 
Harrison, 
an 
Anglican 
— 
Church of England — clergy­ 
man of Toronto. “ Us proper 
function is to be a community of 
searchers, welcoming all seri­ 
ous viewpoints.'* 
The Rev. Mr. Harrison, a 
graying, bespectacled man of 
50, whose ideas have resulted in 
his being burred from minis­ 
terial functions in the Toronto 
diocese, 
said 
Christianity's 
“big 
challenge 
now is to 
live with uncertainty.” 
He added: “ To live with un­ 
certainty is a sign of maturity.” 
Here in connection with the 
issuance of his new book, “ A

ble for crackpots,’* responded an official for the insurance 
company. 
“ The fact is, if we didn’t have the vending m a­ 
chines available th ere’d be plenty of com plaints. The machines

available, particularly for those who are late and hurrying to 
catch a plane.

President Johnson Seen Back­ 
ing Meany Against Reuther 
in 
Labor’s Hot Civil War. 
Washington, D. C.: - Unno­ 
ticed by the public, there were 
two unofficial civilians aboard 
President Johnson’s plane on 
the round trip to Germany and 
back. One was Miss Eleanor 
Dulles. The other - George 
Meany, America’s “ Mr. La­ 
bor,” 
and 
still champion, 
despite slashing attacks by the 
contender from Detroit. 
This 
unique 
aerial 
hitch­ 
hike was Mr. Johnson’s per­ 
sonal idea. It is significant at 
this moment — though Meany 
makes little of it, except as a 
token of Mr. Johnson’s strong 
friendship for him. 
Insiders 
see this fellow- 
traveling as far more than the 
offer of a ride to the presi­ 
dent 
of the AFL-CIO by the 
President of the U.S. The White 
House invitation came at a mo­ 
ment when Walter Reuther had 
finished 
a 
long 
series 
of 
speeches - referring to Meany 
in stinging and insulting, per­ 
sonal attacks and often vitupera­ 
tive language. 
There 
were also demeaning 
attacks by those who take the 
Central Intelligence Agency as 
a 
personal insult. All this 
meant little to Mr. Johnson 
when he heard that Meany had 
been invited by the German

Nowadays there is a great deal 
of juggling with statistics to try 
to prove that the cost of gov­ 
ernment is not rising as rapidly 
and as alarmingly as In fact it 
is. With bewildering agility, 
spokesmen for the administra­ 
tion in Washington shift from 
one budget to another in the face 
of criticism. 
Frantic efforts 
are made to conceal the 
full 
amount of spending by channel­ 
ing It through state and local 
1 governments. 
The one best measure of the 
burden of government upon the 
taxpayer is Its total cost, at 
the local, state and 
federal 
levels. Tills grand total 
or 
government spending as re­ 
ported by the Tax Foundation 
is $254 billion, an all-time 
record, during the current fis­ 
cal year. This is an increase 
of $29 billion In a single year 
and amounts to an estimated 
$4,305 each year for 
every 
American family. 
Far 
from 
being “ free,” government is 
clearly the most hieh - Drlced 
commodity we pay for. BLH.

Washington, D. CU — Unno­ 
ticed by the puMic, there were 
two unofficial civilians aboard 
President Johnson's pions on 
the round trip to Germany and 
back. One was Miss Eleanor 
Dulles. The other - George 
Meany, America's “ Mr. La­ 
bor,” 
and 
still champion, 
despite slashing attacks by the 
contender from Detroit. 
This 
unique aerial hitch­ 
hike was Mr. Johnson's per­ 
sonal idea. It is significant at 
this moment — though Meany 
makes little of it, except as a 
token of Mr. Johnson's strong 
friendship for him. 
Insiders 
see this fellow- 
traveling as far more than the 
offer af a ride to the presi­ 
dent 
of the AFL-CIO by the 
President of the U.S. The White 
House invitation came at a mo­ 
ment when Walter Reuther had 
finished 
a 
long series of 
speeches - referring to Moony 
in stinging and insulting, per­ 
sonal attacks and often vitupera­ 
tive language. 
There were also demeaning 
attacks by those who take the 
Central intelligence Agency as 
a 
personal insult. All this 
anent little to Mr. Johnson 
when he heard that Meany had 
been invited by the German 
Labor Movement (DGB) 
to 
come to Bonn for the sorrow­ 
ful funeral of our mutual friend 
Konrad Adenauer.

him its most powerful member. 
He wants weighted voting. Thus 
he would cast 1.6 million votes 
— one for each of his members 
and could outvote a combination 
of board members wno now 
make up a majority, but have 
smaller unions. 
This weighted voting will ne 
denied. The Council - which he 
has dubbed “a small dub” of 
Md men - doesn't want to spilt 
the labor movement now that the 
Teamsters are on their way 
back in.

NEW YORK (AP) — Ever 
since the apostle Paul declared 
that “ now we see through a 
glass darkly," Christianity has 
recognized that its defined doc­ 
trines were imperfect reflec­ 
tions of what basically remains 
mystery. 
Y et efforts to express and illu­ 
minate its truths have continued 
through 
the 
centuries, 
in 
councils, creeds and articles of 
faith. 
Today, 
many 
church 
thinkers are wrestling anew 
with the problem — to state be­ 
liefs letter. 
Amid the reappraisals, and 
the sometimes disturbed reac­ 
tions to them, a controversial 
Canadian priest has urged that 
the churches quit prescribing 
specific interpretations. 
“ The church should stop pre­ 
suming 
to 
be 
the 
'Answer 
Man,' " said the Rev. Ernest 
Harrison, 
an 
Anglican 
— 
Church of England — clergy­ 
man of Toronto. “ Us proper 
function is to lie a community of 
searchers, welcoming all seri­ 
ous viewpoints." 
The Rev. Mr. Harrison, a 
graying, bespectacled man of 
50, whose ideas have resulted in 
his being 
barred from minis­ 
terial functions in the Toronto 
diocese, 
said 
Christianity's 
“big 
challenge 
now is to 
live with uncertainty.” 
He added: “ To live with un­ 
certainty is a sign of maturity." 
Here in connection with the 
issuance of his new book, “ A 
Church Without God,” published 
by Lippincott, he said in an in­ 
terview that the church “ can no 
longer absolutize about doc­ 
trines.” 
“ It can't say that one view is 
right and another wrong, that 
there is only one true view,” he 
said. “ Life has shown us that 
nobody lias the final answers for 


fashion. Yet they are still an­ 
nounced as doctrines of the 
church. 
“ If the church were seriously 
accepted as the *people of God,' 
then all their feelings, reactions 
and thoughts would be repre­ 
sented In Its teachings. But this 
lias not happened. Consequent­ 
ly,” he adds, “ many Christians 
are trapped.” 
“ For, In spite of the loud cries 
of heresy, they do not feel like 
heretics. They feel like Chris­ 
tians. They feel that they are as 
much entitled to membership In 
their church as those who con­ 
demn them.” 
Such feelings are shared by 
the Rev. Mr. Harrison, who 
himself was forced to resign his 
post as general secretary of his 
hurch’s powerful board of relt- 
Jous education last fall after 10 
fellow theologians called him a 
heretic. 
He questions such classical 
Christian teachings as the re­ 
surrection, life after death and 
maintains “there is no God” In 
the 
traditional 
sense 
of a 
“ grand being” apart from men, 
judging, punishing and helping 
them. 
“ God is not something other 
than mankind,” he said.

H arrison, a 
graying, bespectacled man of

“ Selling insurance by means of an automatic vending m a­ 
chine, without screening the purchaser's mental and financial 
condition, is like playing Russian Roulette, it subjects every 
passenger to the danger that some crackpot will blow up the 
plane for the insurance money." “ We can't be held responsi­ 
ble for crackpots," responded an official for the insurance 
company. 
“ The fact is, if we didn’t have the vending m a­ 
chines available th ere’d be plenty of com plaints. The machines 
provide a public need."

catch a plane.
